GRAIN WEEVILS. 


The BlMilolilile of Cnrlion Treatment. 


FretH'Put Sifting nnd Kiimiintr. 


The common species of grain insects 


seem to be more than usually abundant 
this fall, as shown by uumerous let- 
ters of inquiry received at the K.:iusa> 
experiment station. 
The two forms 


must lu evidence are the common grain 
moth nuil the black weevil, the lattei 
generally 
nftre abundant. 
In eitiiei 


case the most ready method of their de- 
struction is the employment of carbon 
bisulphide, one pound at least of the 
liquid to a hundred bushels of grain or 
a thousand feet of space. 


It seems likely from the varying de 


grees of success reported with th':? 
formula that certain essential coudi 
tious are not always strictly observed 
In ordinary cribs and bins the most im 
portaut provision is to make the room 
as nearly as possible gas tight in ordci 
that the gas may remain iti oil parts ol 
the space in full strength and for tin 
required time. Except with highly or 
ganized insects, death does not uccm 
Inmiediatoiy, and partial suffocation 
may only render the insect iusensible, 
leaving it to recover fully upon the air- 
ing out of the bin; or the gradual es- 
cape of the gas through cracks in the 
floor or sides of the bin, allowing the 
entrance of fresh air, may cause fail- 
ure through the subsequent revival 01 
the insect. The adult gram moth readi 
ly succumbs to the gas, while the larva 
will stand more and yet revive. Tht 
black weevil is most difficult to kill 
Hence to destroy all it will be necessa- 
ry to continue the action of the gas in 
full strength for at least twenty-four 
hours, and to do this the bin must be 
made tight, the fluid carbon bisulphide 
be used in liberal quantities, and it 
case of doubt the experiment repeated. 


Wheat may be largely kept free frou 


weovil by proper handling, frequen 
shifting and fanning, such constituting 
the chief reliance in the elevators 
Corn in cribs can scarcely be freed 
from weevil while remaining there ow 
Ing to the practical Impossibility ol 
making the crib sufficiently tight. Tar 
paulins and stack covers are useful ic 
assisting to retain the gas within lim 
its, but are by no means tight enougl 
to prevent the escape of the gas bj 
diffusion before the black weevil car 
be destroyed. 


It is suggested by a corresponden 


that gasoline Is equally effective with 
.-carbon bisulphide, and owing to it 
cheapness it can be used in certainlj 
destructive quantities at little expense 
It may be necessary to warn those win 
employ either of these liquids that th 
gas is highly inflammable and explo 
slve when ignited; hence no fire o 
light should be allowed about the bi 
while the fumigation is In progress.-

'CARE OF THE CANARY. 


Dealer Telia lion tlie Bird Should 


Be Handled. 


A Sixth avenue bird dealer when msked 
low to care for the frail claws of the ca- 
inry said: "lu handling a bird it is ul- 
vays well to use a silk huudkerc-iief or 
•ou vl!l lind after a few moment.; that 
he bird will rest limp in the huntl. This 
s not because it is tame, hut you liuve 
Irained its vitality by contact with thi> 
land. A silk glove on the hand is even 
setter than the handkerchief. While the 
bird is lying on his back in the hauii. Uu» 
claw can be inspected by holding it be- 
ween the thumb and forefinger, and the 
nails can be carefully trimmed with s'icrp' 
scissors;' Care must be taken to holtl the 
nail up to the light and . avoid c'uUuiff 
icar the little vein line that extends 
iome way down. If the claws ure alluvv- 
ed to get too long, they will curl up and 
rip the bird and probably cause t>0' a 
feet. 


"To provide salt and keep tin? bill 


sharp and prevent it from becoming too 
ong a piece of cuttlefish should always be 
•cept iu the cage. Care must be taken not 
o hang a canary's cage too high, espe- 
cially in a room where the gas will be 
ifhted at night, as the nir in the upper 
iart of the room becomes Exhausted, and 
the bird is weakened. Even in summer 
ivcather the cage should .he covered at 
night, ns birds are sensitive to drafts. It 
a bird catches n slifrht cold, this can usu- 
ally be remedied by hangUi« a piece of 
fat pork in the cage. The,bird will peek 
it it, and unless the trouble, is serious the 
porli will cure it. 


"Do not have birds sleep in a lighted 


room. They are accustomei to the dark- 
ness at night. The cage, (perches, etc.. 
should be cleaned every niornhig. While 
the bird may enjoy a bath every other 
day during the summer, tliore is danger 
n too much bathing during the cold 
nonth?. Twice a week wijl be sufficient 
:hon. If a bird is not inclined to take a 
buth after the perches have'been rctnov- 
-d and the bath put in, it shows if he hsis 
been iu the habit of bathing that he dues 
lot need it, so let the bnth, pass tor that 
day. Under favorable conditions a canary 
should live for twelve or fifteen years."~~ 
New York Tribune.

ed by the names the articles of feminine 
apparel bear nnd will be interested in 
earning their origin nnd derivation. The 
word "costume" comes from the French 
word ."ignifyiug custom and dress from 
the 
French 
verb 
dresser, 
to

straight, and this is derived from deriger, 
to direct. Petticoat comes from the Au- 
glo-Xormnn outdoor garment which waa 
called a "eotte" and was subsequently 
modified into coat. 


Petticoat, or small coat, is due to potty, 


signifying small. Skirt Is from the Anglo- 
Saxon word seyrtau, to shorten. We hav*» 
come to consider that which covers the 
lower part of the body as a skirt ami thu 
upper part the bodice, the word bodice 
being the plural of body, for more than 
one bodice is mostly worn. 


The word '"gown" comes from the 


Welsh "gwn.' 
"Corset" is a French 


word, from "corps," the body, and tho di- 
minutive "otto" — namely, a little body. 
"Stays" express support, from the Freneli 
word "estai." "Trousseau" conies from 
the French "trousse," a bundle. "Hose" 
^ an Anglo-Saxon German word, derived 
from the Icelandic "lisa." "Stoce" is the 
Anplo-Raxon for stocking,' "tttttch means a 
trunk. "Garter" comes f,rbml'"jarrotiere," 
the French word, and "gnretto," the Ital- 
ian, 
which denotes the bend, of the knee. 


"Pocket" means "poke," a bag or 


pouch, with the diminutive, 'the pocket 
being only a little hag in$bl'tod in a gar- 
ment of any other article. We derive 
"polonaise" from the Poles, who call 
their surtout the polouie, but "pelisse" 
comes from the Latin "pelicea," which 
was generally made of fur. Mackintosh 
is the name of its inventor, nnd "umbrel- 
la" is from "umbra," a little shade.

mosphere is diminishing. Every bucket- 
ful of conl burned iu a furnace and e\ery 
match struck uses up n portion of the 
world's supply of bieatbing air. 


Scientists have made some very iul cr- 


esting speculations as to what would 
happen in the event of the world's oxy- 
gen becoming gradually used up. For in- 
stance, they say that with the decrease 
of oxygen in the air the heat of summer 
would become intense. This would not be 
the pitiless, parching heat of the desert.

As oxygen becomes precious the entire 
human race would strive inadly for some 
means of increasing it.

earth is made up of hydrogen nnd oxy- 
gen in combination. 


The oceans and rivers furnish a vnst 


storehouse of oxygen it' we can free this 
orygcn from the hydrogen. We can do 
this by electrolysis. The process is ex- 
pensive, but iu the face of a calamity 
like the death of the nice we probably 
should not hesitate ou that account. 


One quart of water win furnish 500 


quarts of. osygen approximately. This is 
enough to supply tho normal man for 
from three to f»ur hours. 


Again, various processes ot manufac- 


ture now free oxygen from its com- 
pounds in ores and allow it to combine 
with carbon to form carbonic acid gas. 
This is unnecessary. 


As soon as oxygen becomes .valuable 


oxygen from Iron ores, for example, wilt 
not bo locked up in useless products or In 
slag, but will bo set free, so that Instead 
of diminishing our supply we can alter 
some, methods of manufacture so as to 
increase it 


Some scientists, however, do not be- 


lieve that wo shall continue to use up 
oxygen In manufacturing as we have toe 
fifty years past. We can get heat with- 
out combustion. Electricity offers limit- 
less supplies of b.«ftt nnd power which 
ara not gained at all at the expense ot 
OQI* oxygen supply,—Cincinnati Eu<juir«r.
